Day of Reckoning -Arrives 
For India’s Congress Party

The results of India’s 
general election are not 
really - surprising. The 
Congress Party has been 
in power for 20 years; 
and for20 years before 
that it dominated the 
scene by leading the na- 
tionalist movement 
against the British. 


All political precedents have 
suggested that one day India 
would have had its fill of 
Congress. The wonder is that 


India delayed the day so long. ° 


Anybody watching the In- 
dian scene since Jawaharlal 
Nehru's death has been aware 
of a Sense of unreality, 
Neither of his two successors. 
as the prime minister, his 
daughter Mrs, Indira Gandhi, 
or Mr.. Shastri, have con- 
tributed anything to the politi- 
cal life of the sub-continent. 
Neither of them at any time 
seemed able to impose his or 
her personality upon events. 
The country waited for events 
to brush them aside, It says 
much for the moderation. of 
India that this everit has been 
a constitutional general elec 
tion. : 

India’s impatience has been 
helped on by the famine. This 
is becoming endemic in one 
part of India or another. 
Certainly, Congress has been 
unlucky. Natural disaster fol- 
lowed ‘natural disaster. But 

‘famine or no famine, the end 
would have been the same. 

Congress has lasted too 
long:: India is bored with it. It 
cannot find anything to vote 
for in the monotonous 
speeches of Congress leaders. 
Of the monotonous scandals of 
political life it is weary. The 
alleged corruption of Congress 


dominated the 
as Congress dominated India. 
Yet seven years later the 
league was virtually wiped out 
in the general elections held 
in Bengal. Pakistan entered 
on the path of instability

The* reporting from India 
has not been: particularly 
sapient. Congress has been 
represented —as- due for a 
setback. But defeat on the 
present .scale was not. fore- 
seen. Yet it required no 
special vision to see the sigris, 
which now, in retrospect, are 
abundantly clear. 

The general election must 
be studied to sow what 
evidencé there was of Hindu 
caste playing a baleful role. 
In .-elections in India the 
country has usually divided on 
caste lines. This is the 
unacknowledged factor in }n- 
dian politics. It usually 
escapes the notice of Western 
observers. Yet the interplay 
of the Hindu caste structure 
with the otherwise up-to-date 
political machinery has 
profound importance. 
Congress, in. spite . of. its 
severe loss, will still be the 
main party in India. This may 
change after another general 
election, but not at once. For
